TO THE KING'S HOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please Your Majesty, 

I have the honour of submitting to Your Majesty the 
following Report of the condition and proceedings of Queen’s 
College, Galway, for the Session ended 13th June, 1908. 

The usual tables of statistics will be found in the Appen- 
dices. 

The total number of students in attendance was 102, being 
nine less than for the previous session. Of these 49 came 
from the province of Connaught, and 33 from Ulster. There 
were 13 women students. 

Of a total of 38 senior and junior Scholarships and Exhibi- 
tions awarded at the beginning of the session. 24 were gained 
by students from Connaught, 27 by students from Ulster, and 
7 by students from Munster. Of the 24 distinctions awarded 
to students from Connaught, 18 were gained by students from 
the town or county of Galway. 

The distinctions gained at the Royal University Examina- 
tions in 1907 were as follows : —

most satisfactory and give ample proof that the College con- 
tinues to maintain a high place among similar institutions in 
Ireland , and. this in spite of the altogether too small represen- 
tation which the College has at present on the Examining 
Boards of the University. 

Several notable distinctions were gained by past students, 
and among these stands out prominently that just obtained by 
Miss Ctk-ile L. M. Steinberger, the Doctorate in Philosophy 
of the University of Paris, given for an original thesis on some 
literary or scientific subject. It is probably the first time 
that an Irishwoman has had the honour of being the recipient 
of this degree. 

Mr. John S. MTiaehlan, B.A., B.E., obtained first place 
at the examination of the Civil Service Commissioners for 
County Surveyors hips in Ireland, but this is only one of many 
distinctions obtained during the session by former students 
of the Galway Engineering School. Mr. William Goodwin, 
B.Se., Pli.D., lias been appointed Lecturer in Chemistry in' 
the South-Eastern Agricultural College, Wye, Kent, and Mr 
John Henry, M.A., B.E., Head of the Mathematical and 
Science Department in the High School, Dawson, Canada.

6 Report of the President of Queen’s College, Galway. 


Since my previous lleport two Chairs became vacant, that 
of English Law by tlic death of William B. Campion, Ser- 
jeaut-at-Law, and that of Mathematics by the resignation of 
T. J. I’a Bromwich, F.B.S. The former has been filled by 
the appointment of James M. Sweetman, M.A., LL.D., and 
the latter by the appointment of W. A. Houston, M.A., late 
Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge. 

All friends of the College are watching with interest the 
progress of the Irish Universities Bill through Parliament, 
and the hope is universal that, under the new conditions, it 
may receive new life and vigour, and become to a fuller extent 
than ever it has been before a flourishing seat of learning in 
the West of Ireland. That this hope may be realised there 
should, I submit, be no niggardliness in the matter of capital 
and annual grants. 


One of the pressing needs of Galway College is for new 
scientific laboratories. The College building is the same as 
it was when founded sixty years ago. At that time a Chemi- 
cal Laboratory was provided, but it is much too small. From 
time to time rooms which had been used for other purposes 
were converted into laboratories, but the accommodation in 
them is utterly inadequate, and, at the best, they are only 
make-shifts. A new building is urgently required containing 
laboratories lor Chemistry, Physics, Biology, Physiology, 
Electrical Engineering, Pathology, etc. The space in the 
College now occupied by such laboratories as there are could 
easily be utilised for other purposes, for which it is better 
adapted. The cost of erecting and equipping these labora- 
tories. even on a modest scale, would be considerable. One 
laboratory alone might cost £20,000 or more. We do not, 
however, want expensive laboratories, but we want labora- 
tories good enough to enable the College to compete with the 
new Colleges m Cork and Dublin. A student- of science will 
always prefer a College where he can get -good laboratory 


The additional annual grant must cover all additional 
annual expenses for the upkeep of new laboratories, the en- 
dowment of new Chairs, and the salaries of assistants and 
demonstrators. At present, there is no -provision for assistants 
or demonstrators, and at least three Chairs should be- divided 
One professor lectures both in Anatomy and Physiology ; an- 
En .g llsh Language, and Literature, Logic 
and Metaphysics, and a, third in Botany, Zoology, Geology, 
Mmeralogy , and Physical Geography. New Chairs or Lec- 
toreslups are required m Celtic, Modern Languages, 
Pathology, Electrical Engineering, and Agriculture
